The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After careful consideration of the subject matter disclosed in claims 14-43, the 
prior art of record does not disclose or suggest, inter alia, an iontopheretic sensor 
module having a sampling system and a concentration determining system in 
combination with a control system, a sensor telemetry system, a pump telemetry system 
and an implantable pump. Based on the above observations, claims 14-43 are 
considered allowable.
